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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's argunnents filed 31 October 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that claims 1 and 62 describe a method and a program 
process "for segmenting a data object associated with a first computing system for 
facilitating transfer of said segmented data object from said first computing system to a 
second computing system," which is not just a manipulation of an abstract idea, but 
executes steps for the claimed method. In order to elaborate on the rejection, the 
claims fail to positively recite a limitation a practical application in that the claimed 
invention does not recite any limitation to produce a useful, concrete, or tangible result. 

Further, the applicant argues that while the medium maybe a "piece of paper," 
the fact that it contains executable program code is now directed to statutory subject 
matter in that a computer program code on the "piece of paper" may be read by an 
optical scanner associated with a computing system and the program process executed 
by the computing system. The examiner disagrees, and finds no basis to support that a 
computer program code on the "piece of paper" is statutory. The argument with respect 
to an optical scanner is moot in that the claims fail to recite any limitation directed to the 
argued process. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-21, 23-82, and 84-102 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Independent claims 1,21, 42, 62, and 82 fail to positively recite as a limitation to 
the claim a practical application, in that the claimed invention does not produce a useful, 
concrete, or tangible result.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 42-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 42-60 are written which invokes 35 USC § 112, sixth paragraph, however, 
it is unclear in that there is no disclosure of structure for performing the recited function 
(See MPEP 2181).
